THE PRIMARY LAW 


Wide Variance of Opinion 
Regarding Details cf 
Provisions.

!ng the details of the provisions and 
the debate on the tloo? of the house 
promises 
to be 
exceedingly 
warm. 
Considerable bitterness 
was 
engen­ 
dered through the manner in which 
the committee on primary elections 
reported out the 
measure and 
the 
method under which it was advanced 
to second reading, and this will detrai t 
none from the intensity of the coming 
fight, when the measure 
is called up 
on second rending. 
The big 
surprise of the committee 
action on the measure was the inser­ 
tion of the clause providing for an ex ­ 
pression of the voters of any party 
for their choice for United States sen­ 
ator in the primary elections. 
The 
Democrats had declared themselv es in 
fav or of this prov ision but no intima­ 
tion was giv en that the Republicans 
would do likewise until the last meet­ 
ing of the committee, when the substi­ 
tute bill 
was 
offered 
and 
quickly 
adopted. 
First Victory for Tat« » . 
The Insertion of this clause fn the 
primary election bill is generally ad­ 
mitted to be the first v ictory of former 
Gov ernor Yates in his eaodldacy for 
United States senator. 
The former 
ex ecutiv e has made a complete can­ 
v ass of the state of Illinois twice in 
the last four y ears and is probably 
more widely known from one end of 
Illinois to the other than any other 
member of his party . Besides, he has 
the reputation and record of a whirl­ 
wind campaigner, 
with 
a 
personal 
magnetism that is a source of marv el 
to ev en his closest friends. 
On the 
other hand. Senator Cullofh, who will 
be 
a 
candidate 
for re-election and 
who, up to the present time, is the 
only person aside from former Gov ­ 
ernor Yates who is making a cam­ 
paign for the office, has been away 
from the state for so long that his ac­ 
quaintance is practically limited to the 
politicians and activ e party workers. 
Many of these are his political ene­ 
mies, so that the senator’s actual tup- 
porters narrows down to almost the 
limit of his political appointees. 
Gov ­ 
ernor Deneen, since his 
nomination, 
hasshown a disposition to aid hia pred­ 
ecessor In the latter’« ambitions and 
It is generally accepted among the law 
makers that the claus« prov iding for 
an ex pression of th« people’s * wishes 
in tb* matter of a choice for senator 
was inserted in the primary election 
hill a«t the request of Gov ernor De­ 
neen, influenced by former Gov ernor 
Tates. 
Not Conatruad u Binding. 
Under the constitution of the United 
States all senators must be elected by 
the legislatures, so 
that 
no 
action 
taken by the v oters of any party in 
• primary election can be comidered 
binding, further than the will of a 
legislator ex tends in the mater of v ot­ 
ing the sentiments of hia constituents. 
For this reason the clause inserted in 
the bill is stated to be “ purely for the 
purpose of ascertaining the sentiment 
of the v oters’’ and is not to be eon- 
■trued as binding on the membors cf 
the legislature. 
While both tha principal parti« « are 
practically agreed upon this prov ision

of the primary election bill, there art 
other clauses that will arouse uncom­ 
promising opposition. 
Chief 
among 
these is the stipulation oi ‘‘m ajority” 
and ’ plurality" nominations. 
The Re­ 
publican bill, as reported out, provides 
for 
“m ajority" 
nomination« . 
The 
Democrats will antagonize this feat­ 
ure, 
contending that 
a 
“plurality’ 
nomination should prevail, because 
a 
“m ajority” nomination will, in nearly 
•very instance, result In throwing the 
m atter of nominating upon the con­ 
vention following the primary. 
Espo 
dally will this be the result, it is point­ 
ed out, where more than two candi­ 
dates aspire for the same nomination. 


Some R adical Changes. 
Several weeks ago I gave the read­ 
ers of this paper an outline of the pro­ 
visions of the primary election bill, as 
It was drafted by the Republican state 
central committee, with the assistance 
of Governor Deneen, Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor Sherman and Attorney-General 
Stead. 
Some of these provisions have 
been radically ehang'nl. 
The first sec­ 
tion of the measure has been amemhnj 
to remove from the provisions of the 
bill all the state officers except that 
cf governor. 
It is provided that a 
candidate for governor Khali file a peti­ 
tion 
with 
the 
proper 
authorities 
which shall h» signed by at least 2 per 
cent, of the voters of the majority of 
the districts in at least ten of the 
counties of the state. 
The petition 
m ust be file! • least thirty days be­ 
fore the primary election. 
Candidates for county officers shall 
file with the county clerk, not less 
than thirty days 
before 
a 
primary 
election, petitions to havo their names 
placed on the primary ballots, such 
petitions to be signed by at least 2 
nor cent, of the voters of the county. 


Im po rt a n t Provision« . 
Some o? the important provisions of 
the meamire are as follows: 
Hereafter the nomination of candi­ 
dates for governor, representatives in 
congress, members of the general as­ 
sembly and county officers by all politi­ 
cal parties, as defined in this act, shall 
be made through the means 
of 
a 
primary election, under 
the 
regula­ 
tions herein provided. 
This act shall 
not apply to nominations of candidates 
for judges of the supreme, circuit and 
superior courts. 
A political party shall 
mean 
one 
which cast for its candidate for gov­ 
ernor at least 10 per cent, of the total 
vote east at the last preceeding state 
election. 
Prim ary elections shall be held on 
the second Saturday 
in April in any 
y*ar. 
The polls shall 
be open from 7 
a. m. until 7 p. m. 
County conventions shall be held ou 
the 
Wednesday 
following the pri­ 
maries. 
There shall be one delegate to the 
state convention for each 400 hundred 
votes east, or major fraction thereof, 
•a shown by the last preceding presi­ 
dential election. 
There shall be one 
delegate to the county convention for 
each 200 votes rn \t at said election. 
There shall be two regular challeng­ 
ers appointed by the primary commit­ 
teeman, provided, 
however, 
that on 
petition signed by ten or more voters 
of any primary district on additional 
challenger may be appointed. 
The term of a primary committee­ 
man shall be two years. 
No state, congressional o t senatorial 
convention shall hereafter 
be held in 
any year before the first day 
of May, 
except where a county is a senatorial 
district and then the convention shall 
be held on the same day as the county 
convention and the delegates to the 
county convention shall nominate the 
senatorial candidates. 
All other sena­ 
torial conventions shall be held on the 
•econd Tuesday of May in any year 
end ail congressional conventions shall 
be held on the third Tuesday In May 
In any year. 


Civ il ¡Serv ice Bill. 
Dr. Nordou*» state civ il serv ice bill 
was reported out by the house commit­ 
tee on civ il serv ice Friday and was 
adv anced to second reading. 
This ia 
the first of sev eral civ il serv ice meas­ 
ures to be acted upon by th« commit­ 
tee. 
One of the bills introduced last week 
which attracted more than ordinary in­ 
terest was that of Representative Heinl 
of Morgan county, providing for state 
licensing of automobiles. A license fee 
of $2 is provided, the license to be 
issued by the secretary of state, upon 
the application of the owneT of the 
“motor vehicle." 
In sddition to the 
licensing feature, 
the 
measure fixes 
atringent speed limits upon the opera­ 
tion of automobiles. 
A speed of one 
mile in four minutes is permissible on 
rural roads. 
In villages and the resi­ 
dence portion of the cities the speed 
stall not exceed one mile in six min­ 
utes, while in business districts, or, as 
the bill states, “where the territory 
contiguous is closely 
built 
up,” 
the 
speed shall not exceed one mile In ten 
minutes. 
¡Stringent A n ti-T ru st Act, 
An anti-trust act, with prov isions 
more stringent than those of the old 
law, which was declared unconstitu­ 
tional, has been 
introduced 
in the 
house by Representativ e M. L. Me 
Finley of Cook county . The measure 
follows, in the main, the prov isions ou 
the anti-trust act of 18» 3, which was 
declared inv alid by the supreme court 
of Uinolsv because of a clause ex ­ 
empting agricultural products and liv « 
stock from tha prov isions of the meao- 
nro, which 
made it class legislation. 
The objectionable clause is eliminated 
from the new blU. 
In this measure, 
loo, it is made mandatory upon the 
state’s attorney or attorney general to 
institute quo warrants proceedings un­ 
der the act, upon complaint of any per­ 
son. whereas under the former act this 
was optional with the official. 
The 
penalty prov ided for v iolation of the 
act is a fin« of from $2,000 to $5 ,000 
and imprisonment 
from 
one to ten

STEELING DAM CONTENTION 
A mild .sort of a dispute has recently 
sprung up down at Rock Falls and 
Sterling between the editors of the 
Standard and News regarding 
the 
change of location of the proposed 
gov ernment dam in Rock riv er that is 
to furnish water for the Hennepin 
canal feeder: Captain Parker of the 
News claiming that he is one of the 
first to discov er that the dam is to be 
placed nearly a mile below the head of 
the feeder: while Mr. Dlller of the 
| .sterling Standard has been well up in 
canal matters all the time, and was 
the first to announce that congress 
was about to consent to a change: that 
is permit the erection of the dam 
nearly a mile below where the feeder 
taps Rock riv er,and fromtwhere it was 
designated by the first surv ey as the 
proper location. 
From T h e T e l e g r a p h ’s point pf 
flew there is not much glory to be] 
acquired in any sort of connection | 
with 
the 
proposed 
change 
of • 
that gov ernment dam site, to boast o f,1 
by a long sight. 
The first sv rv ey v ery naturally lo­ 
cated the proposed feeder-dam at the 
intake from the riv er, but it appears 
that a few citizens interested in the 
water power at Sterling and Rock 
Falls conceiv ed the idea that hav ing 
the dam placed near their mills, down 
the riv er, nearly a miie 
from the 
canal feeder intake, would be profitable 
to owners of the old dam franchise. 
There are sev eral financial reasons 
which owners of the water power of 
Sterling can urge in their own behalf 
for placing the proposed oam at the 
old dam th at now furnishes some 
little power to the mills there. No 
dam was ev er constructed that prov ed 
more useless than that Sterling dam. 
considering the amount of money it 
cost and the v alue it would hav e been 
to its owners had it been properly lo­ 
cated. Probably there nev er was a 
more stupid bit of engineering than 
that which has bothered the stock­ 
holders of that water power by the 
placing of their dam at the foot, in­ 
stead of at the head of the rapids at 
Sterling. ?Nature furnished one of 
the finest natural locations at Sterling 
for a dam, that would supply an 
abundant water-power, that 
ev er 
blessed a manufacturing community. 
While nature is lav ish in furnishing 
facilities for man to create wealth, 
still nature is not particularly liberal 
generally in furnishing brains to man 
to utalise such gifts. 
In short, the men who improv ed 
thatfnatural water power at Sterling 
did not exercise ordinary common 
sense or they would hav e erected the 
dam at the head instead of placing 
it 
at 
the foot 
of 
the 
rapids, 
and thus secure what is actually 
necessary for a 
water power, an 
ample reserv oir. A dam at the head 
of the rapeds would hav e furnished a 
necessary reserv oir ov er ten miles in 
lecgth instead of a pond, as at present, 
only |balf a mile or so in extent and 
practically of not much use. 
It is v ery natural that the owners 
of this old dam would likev ery much 
now§ to disposed of such a “ water 
power” as that on their hands, by 
hav ing the gov eroment condemn it 
for the I purpose of erecting the Hen 
nepin Ifeeder dam in its place. 
A sa boodling proposition inspired 
by unbounded gall nothing in the line 
of “ bilking” the gov ernment has ex­ 
called this effort of citizens of Sterling 
and Rock Falls, for maDy a day; but 
to beat the gov ernment seems to be 
the chieflfend of some people. Here 
are, we regret to state, to editors in a 
d is pute as to which has accomplished 
most in I adv ertising progress in a 
scheme to sell to the gov ernment a 
a worthless sort^of a dam. 
Wei understand that citizens of Ster­ 
ling and Rock Falls, probably owners 
of the old dam, hav e partly prev ailed 
upon a committee of congress to re­ 
port fav orably upon the change of loj 
cation from where the engineer pro­ 
posed to | place it, the 
gov ernment 
canal feeder supplying dam, that is 
at 
the 
head 
of 
the 
canal 
feeder, Cand 
locate 
it 
nearly a 
mile|fartber|down the riv er. If the 
dam ia placed as recommended in the 
Riv er>nd|Harbor|bill at the foot of 
the rapids it must be built about sev ­ 
enteen jfeettin height* at an enormous 
additional expense ov er the cost of 
building a dam about six or sev en feet 
high at|the head of the rapids at the 
intake of the feeder; the only place for 
it, prov ided there is no boodle to be 
had.
